The teller complied, and rather than leaving by sleigh, 
this Santa fled in a gray midsize car. 


OK, who burned the goat? 

STOCKHOLM A giant straw goat was burned down yet again 
early Wednesday in a Swedish city where torching it has 
become a Christmas tradition, to the dismay of local lead- 
ers. 

Vandals have burned down the 43-foot-tall goat 24 times 
since it was first set up in Gavle in 1966 to mark the holi- 
day season. It also has been smashed several times, run 
over by a car and had its legs cut off. 

The goat is a centuries-old Scandinavian yule symbol 
that preceded Santa Claus as the bringer of gifts.

Jail sentences 
for parents 
of balloon boy

FORT COLLINS, Colo. The parents who carried out the 
balloon boy hoax were sentenced to jail Wednesday 
and given strict probation conditions that forbid 
them from earning any money from the spectacle for 
four years. 

Richard Heene was sentenced to go days in jail, 
including 60 days of work release that will let him pur- 
sue his job as a construction contractor while serving 
his time. His wife, Mayumi, was sentenced to 20 days 
in jail. 

Richard Heene choked back tears as he said he was 
sorry, especially to the rescue workers who chased 
down false reports that his 6-year-old son had floated 
away ina balloon on Oct. 15. It was a stunt designed to 
generate attention for a reality TV show. 

“I do want to reiterate that I’m very, very sorry. And 
I want to apologize to all the rescue workers out there, 
and the people that got involved in the community. 
That’s it,” said Richard Heene, whose wife did not 
speak at the hearing. 

Larimer County District Judge Stephen Schapanski 
then ordered Heene to begin a 30-day jail term on 
Jan. 11, delaying the start of the sentence for two 
weeks so he can spend the holidays with his family. 
Schapanski allowed Heene to serve the remaining 60 
days of his jail term under work release, meaning he 
can work during the day but spend his nights in jail. 

The Heenes’ probation will be revoked if they are 
found to be profiting from any book, TV, movie or 
other deals related to the stunt. 

“This, in simple terms, was an elaborate hoax that 
was devised by Mr. and Mrs. Heene,” the judge said. 

Prosecutors asked for the maximum sentence for 
the husband, saying that a message needs to be sent to 
promoters who attempt to carry out hoaxes to gener- 
ate publicity. Chief Deputy District Attorney Andrew 
Lewis also asked for full restitution to reimburse 
authorities for the cost of investigating the hoax—an 
amount that could exceed $50,000. 

“Jay Leno said it best when he said, “This is copy- 
cat game.’ And people will copycat this event. [The 
Heenes} need to go to jail so people don’t do that,” 
Lewis said.

Police investigating 
school ‘sexting’ case

A 16-year-old Plainfield East High School honors 
student who recently took a nude photograph of 
herself and sent it to another student has prompt- 
ed what Plainfield police are calling the largest 
“sexting” case they've ever investigated. 

After the boy who received it forwarded the 
photo of the girl to four other students, it quickly 
went viral on campus. Police, who were first con- 
tacted by a school official last week, so far have 
seized nine cell phones from students. No charges 
have been filed. 

Viewing the photograph and forwarding it are 
technically violations of child pornography stat- 
utes, though police and the Will county state’s 
attorney office say they typically handle “sexting” 
cases — defined as sending sexual images or mes- 
sages via cell phone—through juvenile proba- 
tion. 

Police aren't sure why the girl sent the photo, 
but they hope to retrieve text messages the two 
exchanged before and after it was sent. The girl

and boy are acquaintances, said Plainfield police 
Sgt. Anthony Novak, who supervises the depart- 
ment’s four school-based officers. 

A recent Pew Research survey found that 
4 percent of teen cell phone owners ages 12 to 17 
reported sending a “nude or nearly nude” image 
of themselves to another and 15 percent reported 
receiving such a photo. 

“It’s something that’s starting to become more 
and more of a problem,” Novak said. 

The cell phones—including two that were 
already found to contain the photo—have been 
turned over to computer forensic specialists at the 
Will County sheriff’s department. 

A school district spokesman declined to com- 
ment, citing student privacy concerns.

Rogers Park, a North Side neighborhood where 
murders are rare, saw two deaths on Monday 
that police are calling murder. 

On Monday morning, an 18-year-old man was 
stabbed to death in an apartment in the 6800 
block of North Wayne Avenue, police said. 

On Monday evening, a 49-year-old woman 
was run over in the 7000 block of North 
Greenview Avenue, according to police 
information. Police have charged a man with 
murder in connection to that crash. 

Meanwhile, there have been six shooting 
deaths in Chicago since Dec. 16, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data showed. 
The deaths occurred in Austin, Chicago Lawn, 
Grand Boulevard, Irving Park, South Shore and 
Washington Heights, RedEye found. The victims 
were between the ages of 17 and 29. 

Citywide, Chicago police have recorded 
29 homicides so far this month including a 
fatal car crash on Sunday in which a driver was 
initially charged with reckless homicide. Police 
logged 29 murders in December last year.

KINGSTON, Jamaica Passengers on 

American Airlines Flight 331 had 
endured the crowded airports and delays of 
holiday travel, and were moments from their 
Caribbean destination.

Touching down Tuesday night in a fierce 
rain, the Boeing 737-800 slammed into 
the runway of Kingston’s Norman Manley 
International Airport.

All 154 people aboard survived, with 92 
taken to hospitals and 13 admitted, but none 
of the injuries was considered to be life-threat- 
ening, said Jamaican Information Minister 
Daryl Vaz.

WASHINGTON Exultant Senate 

Democrats pushed President 
Obama’s landmark health care over- 
haul past a final procedural hurdle 
Wednesday, setting up a Christmas 
Eve vote to pass the legislation 
extending coverage to 30 million 
Americans. 

Democrats voted 60-39 to end a 
GOP filibuster and move to a final 
vote Thursday. All 58 Democrats and 
two independents hung together 
against unanimous Republican oppo- 
sition. 

It was the 24th day of debate on the 
10-year, nearly $1 trillion bill. 

“It has been a long time coming,” 
said Finance Committee Chairman 
Max Baucus (D-Mont.). “I thank God 
that I have lived to see this day.” 

Final passage requires just a simple 
majority so Democrats should tri- 
umph easily. 

It will be a big victory for Obama 
and the Democrats, although the 
Senate bill will still have to be rec- 
onciled with a House-passed version 
before Obama could sign a final pack- 


age.

Meet the original Sherlock—crafty and ready to fight

Wait, what’s this? Sherlock Holmes brawling a la “Fight Club”? Holmes diving into 
the Thames from near the top of a building? Holmes romancing a beauty? 


What has Guy Ritchie done? 


In the British director’s $80 million update opening Friday, “Sherlock Hol- 


mes,” Arthur Conan Doyle’s famed detective is not the prudish intellectual fans 


might remember. As played by Robert Downey Jr., this Holmes is a bare-chested 


bruiser, a flirt and an action hero with a mind that zooms at warp speed. His side- 


kick, Dr. John Watson Jude Law), is no longer a bumbling second banana; he’s a 


sexy military man who loves gambling, women and mayhem. 


This new Holmes flick differs greatly from the more than 200 previous films 


based on Conan Doyle’s works, but Ritchie claims that despite the updated feel 


and a few changes, his Holmes stays more loyal to the author’s detective than the 


“stuffy” filmed versions of the past. 


“The deerstalker [hat] and ‘Elementary, my 
dear Watson’ never happened, actually, and the 
deerstalker is never referred to in the books,” 
he told the Welland Tribune, adding that his 
Holmes is “to some degree, an authentic Conan 
Doyle version that wasn’t contaminated with 
previous symbols.” 

Les Klinger, a noted Sherlockian who edit- 
ed the book “The New Annotated Sherlock 
Holmes,” served as an unofficial adviser for the 
film and helped prepare Downey. He told The 
Philadelphia Inquirer that “everyone has taken 
liberties with Holmes,” including Ritchie, and 
that’s fine with him. 

Ritchie’s movie follows Holmes and Watson as 
they try to stop a conspiracy to destroy Britain. 
Lord Blackwood (Mark Strong), a soon-to-be- 
executed cult leader, becomes Holmes’ nemesis 
when he swears to return from the grave and 


wreak his revenge. New Jersey opera singer Irene 
Adler (Rachel McAdams), the only woman who 
has ever bested the great detective in the books, 
gives Holmes a romantic distraction. 

“The studio pretty much let us get on with 
it and they encouraged what otherwise they 
might’ve traditionally shied away from,” 
Ritchie, director of such tough-guy flicks as 
“Snatch” and “RocknRolla,” told comingsoon. 
net. “They wanted sort of ‘isms,’ you know what 
I mean? They wanted Guy Ritchieisms. They 
wanted some kind of an influence.” 

Ritchie’s remodeling of Holmes began with 
Downey. The actor, after years of living in a 
drug-rehab-prison-relapse cycle, once again has 
become a bankable movie star with such hits 
as “Tropic Thunder,” “Iron Man” and likely its 
upcoming sequel. 

Ritchie told Entertainment Weekly that

he can’t imagine anyone else having played 
Holmes: “He thinks like Sherlock Holmes, he’s 
complicated like Sherlock Holmes, and he can 
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really brawl.” 

Although he wasn’t too familiar with the 
English sleuth, Downey says he immersed 
himself in the stories and books to prepare 
for the role. The actor eventually persuaded 
Ritchie to rethink his approach to the film. At 
first, Ritchie has said, he considered a Holmes 
origins story but changed his mind after hear- 
ing Downey’s pitch to play Holmes as intensely 
neurotic. After a few days of filming, Downey 
told the Canwest News Service, he knew the 
movie would work. 

“Sometimes you just feel like you are in the 
right groove,” he said. 

Of all the tweaks Ritchie has made to the 
legend, the most glaring for many purist may 
not concern Holmes at all. With Law as Dr. 
Watson, the detective’s right-hand man isn’t the 
heavyset knucklehead from past films. In fact, 
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many have taken to calling him Dr. Hotson. 

Stepping in line with Ritchie and Downey, 
Law says his Watson follows Conan Doyle’s 
directive—even he makes a thin argument. 
“There’s a reference in one of the books to 
Watson being very popular with women,” Law 
told The Associated Press. “So that fits.” 

In the film, Watson is every bit the detective’s 
equal, and their bickering relationship adds a 
buddy comedy feel. 

“We were much more interested in creating 
this equal of two halves,” Law told AP, “both 
flawed and both trying to put up with living 
with each other and both sort of adoring each 
other but also hating each other.” 

Ritchie does downplay one major habit 
Conan Doyle gave Holmes in his stories, and 
that’s the sleuth’s use of drugs. As defined by 
Conan Doyle, Holmes dosed with a 7 percent

solution of cocaine in water. The movie only 
hints at the addiction, but Downey says the 
decision wasn’t made to distance himself from 
his own demons. 

“T love The Seven Percent Solution. It was 
never a high enough percentage for me,” he 
said in the Welland Tribune. “[It was] kind of a 
weak, tepid solution, if you ask me. It’s a PG-13 
movie. And even if it wasn’t, if you go back to 
the source material, he was never described as 
some strung-out weirdo.” 

Downey’s may be the most original portrayal 
of Holmes by 70-plus actors in the past. But, 
he told the Calgary Herald before the movie’s 
world premiere in London, he sees nothing 
wrong with taking liberties. 

“You can do Sherlock Holmes,” he said, “and 
you can be twisted a bit, and still honor it and 
be entertaining.”
